À FREE PRESS I N M S m i 


The announcement b y an assistant .secretary 
in the department of lab or that "officers of 
the department hav e b een adv ised that they 
hav e no right to tell any editor what he may 
or may not print, and that nothing In the 
NRA nor any other federal statute giv es them 
such • right” mii.At b e profoundly disturb ing 
to ev ery American citizen who has the slight­ 
est. comprehension of the b asis upon which his 
goA'ernment rests. 
The shocking aspect of this announcement 
is not that the adv ice tendered to the officers 
of the department of lab or is unsound. 
On 
the contrary , It is perfectly correct. What is 
so disturb ing is that any representativ es of the 
United States gov ernment should hav e to b e 
j 
giv en adv ice upon such an elementary con­ 
stitutional question. 
This gov ernment was founded on the prin­ 
ciple of indiv idual lib erty . For the permanent 
and inalienab le protection of that lib erty the 
necessary majority of states ratified the first 
' 
ten amendments to the Constitution, popular­ 
ly known as the "b ill of rights,” of which the 
first article reads, "Congress shall make no ' 
law . . . ab ridging the freedom of speech or of 
the press.” 
The complete freedom of the 
press, sub ject only to the commonly accepted 
, 
restricticms as to slander, lib el and ob scenity 
and of treason in war time, has gone v irtually 
luichallenged from that day until this. 
j 
WTiy , then, should it b e necessary lor a gov - 
: 
ernment department now to warn its officials 
| 
that they hav e no right under the NRA or any 
' 
other federal statute to dictate to a newspaper 
editor what he may or may not say in his 
paper? 
The Immediate reason for the assistant 
secretary 's announcement is simple, A media- 
. 
tor io r the department’s conciliation commis- 
, 
Sion had threatened the editor of an Alab ama 
paper with federal proeecution if he continued 
, 
to comment upon lab or unions in a way which 
the mediator did not Uke. When the editor 
: 
refused to b e intimidated and pub lished an ac- 
' 
count of the affair, the department of lab or 
promptly disav owed its agent's action and 
notified all of its officials that they were not 
v ested with any control ov er the pre.ss. 
If the Alab ama episode merely showed the 
hand of a misguided official, it would call for 
only passing reference. 
But ev ery informed 
perscm who has followed recent dev elopments 
in the United States in the light of what has 
b een happening in Germany and elsewhere 
knows that much more is inv olv ed in the 
pre.sent latuation with respect to the historic 
freedom of the press than is ev ident in any 
Isolated instance of interference. 
The fact is that the national recov ery pro­ 
gram, with its emphasis upon patriotic co-op­ 
eration to improv e the country 's economic 
condition, has produced the attendant danger 
that any criticism of the program, no matter 
how constructiv e or restrained, may b e consid­ 
ered as a species of treason. And the gov ern­ 
ment’s proposal to license all newspapers con­ 
stitutes potentially the most serious attack 
upon the freedom of the press that has ev er 
b een made in the United States in time of 
peace. 
It ii true that theoretically the licensing 
proposal is designed merely to enforce certain 
industrial code requirements and has nothing 
to do with the editorial freedom of the news­ 
papers. New'sfsipers, of course, hav e two dis­ 
tinct sides. They are b usiness institutions and, 
as such, are amenab le to any reasonab le regu­ 
lations, like those applied to other industries. 
But they are also agencies for reporting facts 
and commenting upon those facts, and, as 
such, they occupy a special position of pub lic 
trast and pub lic necessity which must b e pro­ 
tected from influence and contamination at 
any cost. 
That protection is gone the mcMiient the 
gov ernment is giv en authority to suppress a 
new.spaper on any pretext whatev er. 
There 
are other methods of b ringing pressure to b oar 
upon a newspaper to make it liv e up to its in­ 
dustrial ob ligations than to interfere with its 
pub lication. 
It is no reflection upon the 
Roosev elt administration to point out that a 
group of unscrupulous officials could use the 
power to withdraw a newspaper’s license for 
technical v iolations of the newspaper code, ac­ 
tually to stop criticism, and, what is ev en more 
Important, that they could constantly employ 
the threat of such action to forestall criticism. 
In the face of such an epl'Æde a.s the effort 
to muzzle an Alab ama paper, who can say 
that there is no practical danger in the licens­ 
ing proposal? It is full of danger not only to 
a free press b ut to a free people. The sooner 
the admlnistratkm drops so perilous a project, 
the b etter for all concerned. 


W o o d rhtff a nd C la rk o n the Jo b . 
In the succe&sful efforts to gain a hearing 
in 'Washlngtcm for pub lic works projects of 
this region the finest sort of co-operation is 
iFChig giv en b y two officials who are intimately 
familiar with middle western needs. The^ are 
Senator Bennett C, Clark of Missouri and ior- 


mer Gov ernor Hairy Woodrlng of Kan.sa.« . who 
row is as-si.riant secretary of war. Both the.se 
men Iiav e b een alert to the interests of this 
section. 
Tliey haw not sought to ob tain for 
It any consideration that was b ey ond its 
legitimate requirements as ranged aJong with 
those OÍ other parts of the country . But they 
hav e understood that this agricultural area, 
the principal .source of the nations food .sup­ 
ply , could not b e neglected, without unfor­ 
tunate consequences, in adv ancing the program 
for recov e IT. 
It was for such a reason that Senator Clark 
per-sb iently urged attention to early com­ 
pletion of the lower Mt.« .soiirI channel, that he 
aided repre.sentativ es of this area in getting 
the matter b efore the Pre.sident and continued 
efforts in the cau.se until the fund desired had 
b een approv ed b y the b oard of pub lic works. 
Likewi.se, in nav igation, flood protection and 
reiafed projects, A.ssLstant Secretary Woodnng 
has rev ealed a keen sense of this section's 
need.s and has sought to pre.sent them m their 
proper relationships to undertakings that were 
b eing adv anced fiom other direction.s. 
The 
people of Missouri. Kan.sas and nearb y states 
are fortunate in hav ing these Inend.s on the 
job in the national capital. 


/8 •* Vo llb ehr's H itler'’ A lso H itlers? 


Tlie Star is glad to giv e space to two letters 
from the distinguished German b ib liographer. 
Dr, Otto H. F. 'Yollb ehr, presenting the Ger­ 
man v iewpoint on v arious a.spects of the Nazi 
rev oiution. 
Dr. 'V’ollb ehr giv es the moderate 
rationalized v iew of the Nazi mov ement and 
he queries whether the Hitler represented in 
The Star's editorial corres))Ondence from Ger­ 
many last summer is the real Hiller. W hat 
he calls "Vollb ehr's Hitler" is distinctly dif­ 
ferent from the Hiller pictured in The Star. 
His first point is that "the racial difference 
b etween Germans and Jews is too great to 
make a compromise po.ssib le. It was essential 
that the power wielded b y the alien minority 
should b e b roken.” 
It might b e urged that a group that had 
b een memb ers of a nation for hundreds of 
y ears, that had contrib uted to it the music of 
Mendelssohn, the poetry of Heine, the medical 
achiev ements of Ehrlich, the phy sical mathe­ 
matics of Einstein, the theatrical art of Rein­ 
hardt. is hardly to b e considered an "alien 
minority .” 
But irresj>ecliv e of that, modern 
civ ilization exacts certain standards ev en in 
the treatment of alien minorities. 
These 
standards hav e b een grossly v iolated under 
the Hitler regime in Germany . 
As to his discussion of militarism. Dr. 'Voll- 
b ehr again represents the conserv ativ e v iew 
held b y moderate Germans that all the coun­ 
try wants is adequate means for defen.se in an 
armed world. Sy mpathy with this v iew was 
making great headway among other nations so 
long as It was emb odied in the repub lican 
leaders of Germany , 
Particularly were Great 
Britain and the United States exercising pres­ 
sure on the French gov ernment on the.se lines. 
Tliis attitude ha.s b een transformed b y the 
prov ocativ e utterances of Nazi leaders, b y the 
wriiings of Hitier himself in his autob iog­ 
raphy , "Mein Kam pf,” and b y the efforts of 
the new regime to instill a v iolently aggreasiv e 
military spirit in the school children and the 
new generation. 
In his b ook Hitler say s Germany must ex­ 
pand to the East. He insists that the needed 
land cannot b e won b y pious appeals to the 
League of Nations; that It niu.st b e won b y 
the sword. The whole tenor of the b ook is an 
incredib ly b rutal glorification of war. Recent­ 
ly he has b een making conciliatory speeches. 
But in his b ook he asserts frankly that b ig lies 
arc an effectiv e instrument of prof« 8®nda. 
The impres.sion made on the world Is ev i­ 
denced b y the v ery general uneasiness in 
Europe wlilch has consolidated surrounding 
nations against Germany . Until the world is 
conv inced that Hitler and his a.ssociates hav e 
completely changed their attitude and that 
their profe.ssions of a change are not the b ig 
lies which he justifies to gain national ends, 
there will b e profound unea.sine.s,s. Meanw'hile 
unhappily "Mein Kampf” is ev idence that 
"Voilb ehr's Hitler” is not Hitler s Hitler.

But the truly sacred ob ject.s were a b ullet- 
pierced forage cap of tire kind known as a 
"chee.se-cutier ’ and a pair of tarnished gold 
epaulettes, one of them intact, the other with 
the fringe hanging upon a pad of b rown paper. 
Tire owner of these tlnng.s, a splendid figure 
of a man, crippled in one leg. was the small 
Ixry 's unde and godfather a good godfather, 
alway s leady with a piece of gold when the llnie 
came for returning to scliool, and ready to tell

relics. 
He had adv anced with his company 
of the Scots Fusilier Guards to attack at the 
Alma, wlien he .suddenly found himself alone 
with a few b rother officers. 
Then he was 
knocked down b y a b ullet which b roke a thigh 
b one. 
"While ly ing on the ground he saw a 
Russian within two y ards of him aiming at 
his head.* He ducked his head and the b ullet, 
pa.ssing through his b earskin shako and the 
•Thcese-cutter,” which he waS carry ing within 
It, struck the top of his epaulette, tore away 
the point of his shoulder and ripped off the 
flesh of his arm with a na.sty jagged wound 
right down to the elb ow. 
Tlie Russian then 
club b ed him on the head with his musket-b utt, 
and for a time the wounded man knew no more. 
He was carried off the field for dead, b ut re­ 
cov ered after eighteen month.s in a hospital, 
and surv iv ed the action more than fifty y ears, 
dy ing at last at the age of 9 0. 


AN INSANE CAMPAIGN, 
British ministries hav e a genius for dev ising 
insane campaigns, and the Crimean campaign 
of 1854 offers a fine example. 
To uphold the 
Turk.s in Europe in order to av ert a Russian 
adv ance on India was at any rate a defensib le 
policy . 
To land a force in Bulgaria for the 
arrest of a Russian march on Constantinople 
was an intelligent military measure. 
But, 
when the Turks, unaided, had driv en the Rus­ 
sians b ack from the Danub e, it was criminal­ 
ly reckless to order the British army to b e 
landed in the Crimea for the capture of Sev a.s- 
topol. 
The place was inv ulnerab le on the side 
of the sea; it would not b e easily assailab le on 
the side of the land; and a b esieging force 
would b e exposed to attack b y all the forces 
in the south of Russia. 
Howev er, the press 
clamored for the enterprise, and a feeb le gov ­ 
ernment gav e way . 
The British troops, ab out 26,000 in all. W'ere 
a fine b ody of men, b ut ev ery ab le-b odied 
soldier in the home army had b een drafted 
into them in order to b ring them up to 
strengt h. 
Tlic French, rather more numerous, 
were likewise fine men, b ut sub ject to a ’com­ 
mander whom they mistrusted. 
Both had 
suffered much in health during their four 
months’ stay in Bulgaria. 
The English.were 
too weak to carry their pack.s, and they had 
no land tran.sport. Cholera had for two months 
past b een b u.sy b oth among French and English, 
and the English had no amb ulances. 
It mat- 
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b ut the experiment, though successful, did net 
Inv ite repetition. 
As things were, the two 
armies marched on the 19 th on the first stage 
of their journey to Sev astopol. 
The distance 
was ab out eight miles, and b efore the men had 
b een on foot an hour they b egan to fall out, 
some seized with cholera, more through sheer 
weakness, due to the climate. It took long to 
b ring in all the stragglers when the army 
came to a hah. 


THE ADVANCE. 


A small party of the enemy was sighted on 
this day . b ut the main b ody was knowm to b e 
in proition on the farther b ank of the little 
stream called the Alma, some six miles far­ 
ther to the south. By 10 o’clock next morning 
the two forces were in motion, and after two 
hours’ march ov er rolling grassy downs they 
halted at the head of a plain which sloped 
gently down for a mile to the water. The two 
commanders. Lord Raglan and Marshal St. 
Arnaud, after a b rief conference, decided to 
attack without going into further detail, ant^ 
at ab out 1 o’clock in the afternoon b oth armies 
adv anced from where they stood, the French 
on the right, or sea side, justly taking prece­ 
dence, and the British on the left, or inland 
side. 
The pasitioii of the Alma extended for ab out 
six miles inland from the sea at the stream’s 
mouth. 
For ab out a mile ab ov e the sea the 
south side of the v alley was sheer cliff, b ut 
from thence up the water tlie ground grew less 
and less steep, b ecoming easily accessib le to 
men and ev en to rude carts. Three miles ab ov e 
the sea was a good road to Sev astopol, with a 
b ridge acro.s.s the stream, and here Prince 
Menschikoff, the Russian commander, had 
really made preparations for defense. He had 
eighteen guns in position 600 y ards up the road, 
eight more in an earthwork, called b y the 
British the Great Redoub t, ab out 1,000 y ards 
to his right of the road, all of these pieces 
commanding b oth road and riv er. Yet another 
earthwork, armed with field guns, stood to the 
right rear of the Great Redoub t. 
The road 
ab ov e mentioned formed, roughly speaking, 
the div iding line b etween the French and Eng­ 
lish armies. 
For some reason Measchikoff chose to a.s- 
surae that all the ground b etw'een the road and 
the sea was inaccessib le, and left it for a long 
time practically unguarded. Ab surdly enough, 
too, St. Arnaud pushed three div isions up to 
the edge of the plateau, where the Russian 
.4 
should hav e b een ready to receiv e him, b ut 
were not, and pushed them no farther. The 
Ru.ssians at last b rought up some guns, making 
things unpleasant for the dense masse.s of the 
French, and a French officer came galloping 
up to Raglan to b eg him to mov e to the res­ 
cue. 
There were nev er at any time more 
than eight b attalions and two b atteries in front 
of the French, and under any general whom 
they trusted they would hav e made short work 
of them. As It w’as they did nothing. 
For an hour and a half the British had b een 
l^jng down passiv e under artillery fire, while 
Raglan rode slowly up and down their front 
to keep them steady . Raglan, upon receiv ing 
the French messenger, gav e the order to ad­ 
v ance. and, b eing at the moment close to the 
b order line b etween hLs own army and the 
French, he calmly cantered across the v alley , 
took up his place somewhere ab out the middle 
of the Russian line, and sent an aid-de- 
camp to hasten to him a couple of guns. 


GAINS TWICE RELINQUISHED. 
Meanwhile the British troops Immediately 
to right and left of the road were hav ing a 
b ad time amid tangled ground, with v ine­ 
y ards and Inclosures, .under heav y artillery 
fire. 
Howev er, on the left of the road the 
light div ision made its way across the water 
and. though with order much lost and b attal­ 
ions intermixed, made their way steadily to­ 
wards the Great Redoub t. Seeing the Russian 
teams come forward to withdraw the gums, 
they made a rush and carried the work, cap­ 
turing two pieces. 
They were driv en out b y 
the fire of other Russian gun.s and b y a 
counter-attack of Infantry . 
As they were 
falling b ack, the Scots Fusilier Guards, who 
had b een hurried forward from the guards 
b rigade, came up. Half of them were carried 
away b y the b ackwaiia rush of the light div i­ 
sion, and though the other half reached the 
parapet, a command was giv en, none knew 
b y whom, to retire, and they also went b ack. 
Then 
the 
Grenadier 
and 
Coldstream 
guards, hav ing crossed the water, threw out 
markers, reformed their line as If on the pa­ 
rade ground, and adv anced. The gap b etween 
them, where the Scots Fusilier Guards should 
hav e b een, was filled b y rallied companies of 
that regiment and scattered parties of the 
I 
light div ision. 
Opposed to them were two 
I 
half-b eaten and four fresh b attalions, b ut the 
contest of Minie rifles in line against Russian 
muskets in column was short. On the left of 
I 
the guards the Highland b rigade repulsed an 
^ 
attack of infantry with slight loss to them- 
i 
selv es. 
Raglan’s two guns were doing effec­ 
tiv e work against tlie Ru.ssian flank. 
The 
French were at last adv ancing, and presently 
the Russians were in full retreat. 
Had the 
French consented to pursue, as Raglan urged 
up<m them, the allies might hav e walked Into

One of the most remarkab le churches in 
London has just celeb rated its ninety -first 
anniv ersary . 
This is Trinity Congregational 
church. Poplar, which caters for the densely 
populated dock area b etween Limehouse and 
Canning Town, and among its many unusual 
distinctions are; 
A wwnan preacher who appears hatless in 
the pulpit; 
A ship’s gong which calls worshipers to serv ­ 
ice ev ery Sunday ; 
One of the few remaining “sailors* galleries,” 
and 
A tennis court b uilt on a churchy ard. 
The ship’s gong has clanged forth it.s mes­ 
sage from the b elfry for almost as long as the 
church has stood, and thereb y hangs a roman­ 
tic tale of a pioneer who disliked dogma and 
b uilt his own church. 
Richard Green, the ship owner and philan­ 
thropist who was b orn 130 y ears ago, disliked 
what he considered to b e the dogmatic utter­ 
ances of the estab lished pulpit, and when his 
demand to choose his own preachers was re­ 
fused he withdrew his sub stantial support and 
b uilt his own church on the other side of the 
great East India Dock road. 
His former church set its lawy ers to work 
looking for difficulties to put in the way , b ut 
the only thing they could think of was an old 
.statute prohib iting any church b ut the Church 
of England from ringing a b ell. An Injunction 
was immediately serv ed on Richard Green. 
His reply wa.s to take the gong from one of 
his ships in the dock and put it in the b elfry 
in place of the b ell. The law agreed with him 
that a gong was not a b ell and it still rings 
today . 
The rev olutionary spirit which founded the 
church is not dead, for the assistant minLster, 
the Rev . Mary Unskill, set a new fashion b y 
preaching without a hat—an innov ation which 
has since b een copied. 
The sailors’ gallery is not used now, b ut re­ 
cently the churchy ard was cleared.and a hard 
tenni.s court is b eing b uilt on the .site. 
The 
church i.s v ery poor and to rai.se the money 
for the court deb enture .share.s were issued and 
appeals sent to .sy mpathetic people in more 
fortunate di.stricfs. 
The garden round the church ha.s b een de­ 
scrib ed as "the only green spot in a red b or­ 
ough!”
